Aiter Officers Killed; Beats Off Nazis

troopers through three days of
trouble caused by the Germans
near Recogne, northwest of
Bastogne in Belgium, last Janu-
ary, Hammond, a_squad leader
with the 502nd. Parachute In-
fantry Regiment of the 101st
Airborne Division, took -charge
when his, platoon officers were
killed in an attack for®some
high ground.

The sergeant, whose wife,
Ruth, lives at 1229 Madrid
street in Torrance, Calif., said
he ‘“aged three years in;those
three days.”

“I had only ‘riflemen left,”
said Hammond. “The Ger-
mans threw: tanks, artillery and
machine gun fire at us. But we
took the high ground and held
it for two days before with-
drawing under heavy artillery
shelling. +
“During those three' days we
knocked out two machine gun
nests, took six German prison-
ers and killed more- of the
enemy than we could count.”

One enemy tank pulled into

their front, 200 yards away, at
dusk one evening, “The tank
remained there all night,” Ham-
mond related, “and threw a lot
of stuff at us. He withdrew
about four. in the morning, but
I don't know why."”
Hammond entered service in
July, 1939, joined the para-
troops in January, 1944.  He
parachuted into Holland last
September and - was one; of the:
battered defenders of Bastogne
where the airborne troops were
surrounded by the Germans for
six days.
